A toll of 557 traffic deaths d u r­ 
ing the Independence Day w eek­ 
end set a new record for highway 
slaughter during a sum m er holi­ 
day.

holiday."

California led the death count 
with 48 traffic fatalities. There 
w ere 43 in both New York state 
and Pennsylvania, 32 in M ichigan, 
29 in Ohio, 25 in Texas, 23 in both 
Indiana and M issouri, 22 in Illi­ 
nois and 21 in Virginia. 


Only five states could boast no 
traffic deaths over the 102-hour 
weekend. They w ere Alaska, Del­ 
aw are, New H am pshire, N o r t h 
D akota and Rhode Island. 


The toll broke the record for 
traffic deaths over a sum m ertim e 
holiday set jnst last May, when 
525 persons died over the M em or­ 
ial Day weekend. The previous 
July 4 holiday record of 509, set 
in 1961, w as also surpassed. 
The Safety Council had m ade a 
pre-holiday estim ate of 550 to OSO 
traffic deaths over the holiday.
